WILL PLOT IN SECRET. 
PROGRAMME OF THE POTTER COMMITTEE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoron, D. C., May 80.—The Demo- 
eruts of the Potter Committee yesterday, after 
deciding that Secretary Sherman should not be 
heard by counsel, and to take no evidence 
against him till it suited their purposes to have 
him hear it, and that the meetitigs should be 
secret, notified the Republicans on the Commit- 
tee that they might confer with their Republican 
associates in the House, and designate two 
members of the minority for service South, 
one for Louisiana and one for florida. This 
was attended to to-day, and Messrs. Reed and 
Hiscock designated for service with the Sub- 
Committee. The decision to sit with closed 
doors receives very severe and quite general 
criticism among Democrats. The answer of the 
Manager is that it is necessary ;

The refusal to allow the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to appear by counsel after attacking him by 
name is frecly denounced as cowardly and un- 
fair in the extreme. The cases in which coun- 
sel have appeared before both open and secret 
investigations are very numerous, and cases 
where a request to appear by counsel has 
been denied are exceedingly rare. The Credit-

These cases are numerous, and some of them 
include considerable sums of moncy, of which 
the Goverument and the Indians have been de- 
frauded. Agents of the luterior Department 
say that much difficulty is experienced in se- 
curing conviction, even in cases where the 
guilt of the persons undergoing trial is 
notorious, owing to the fact that the Indian 
Rings include, in one way or another, 
a great portion of many frontier communities, 
and juries can hardly be got together which do 
not contain One or more persons who were part- 
ners with the accused. According to public 
sentiment in many parts of the Indian couutry, 
say the agents of the Department, a scheme to 
defraud either the Government or the Indians 
is held to be a legitimate business enterprise, 
and aman who can successfully carry out such 
a scheme is thought to be worthy of praise 
rather than punishment.

day, who came up from North:Bend this morn- 
ing with the intention of ain his friends in 
their efforts to recover the stellen corpse. The 
college is not now iu session, and but 
few bodies were found im the dissecting- 
rooms. None of those examthed bore any re- 
semblance to the remains of the young man, 
aud the party were about leaving the building 
when young Harrison noticed a windlas with a 
rope reaching down to a lower story.

The anniversary of Decoration-Day was greet- 
ed with beautiful weather vesterday, and it was 
in all respects the most enjoyable day that has 
greeted the ceremonies for years, differing 
agreeably from the sometimes wet and often 
cold predecessors. The observance of the day 
took a new and in mepy respects au improved 
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den. IA 


form. Io previous years it had been common 
to have orations in all the cemeteries, but this 
form was followed this year only in Graceland. 
in Rosehill aud Calvary no special ceremonies 
were had. The improvement in the character 
of the attendance was gratifying, inasmuch as 
few but lot-owners were admitted, and there 
was not, as a matter of course, the usual crowd, 
not always orderly. The particulars of the cele- 
brations in the cemeteries are noted below: 
ROSEHILL. 

The 11:30 train on the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Road was crowded with people bound for 
Rosehill and Caivary Cemeteries. Not antici- 
pating a rush, the railway company did not put 
on any extra trains, but six special] cars were at- 
tached to the train leaving the Kinzie street 
depot at the hour mentioned. The accommoda- 
tions, it must be said, were exceedingly meagre, 
as a large number of people were obliged, both 
in going and returnipg, to stand up in the 
alsles. 

At Rosehill during the day there were about 
2,000 admissions t the grounds, and in the ear- 
lier part af the afternoou all parts of the cem- 
eterv were thronged with visitors. There were 
no special exercises, no procession, no concerted 
programme, but each person followed out his or 
her own fancy in the ‘work of decoration. In 
fact, the soldiers’ graves received comparatively 
litule attention, the visitors distributing their 
floral offerings in all parts of the grounds and 
upon the graves of their deceased friends or 
relatives, whether they had taken part in the 
Civil War or not. Except thata flag was un- 
furled near the soldiers’ monument, and that 
wreaths of evergreen were placed on the sol- 
diers’ graves, one would scarrely know that 
Decoration-Day referred in any way tothe Re- 
bellion. There seemed to be a general con- 
course of people, coming together by common 
consent, to deposit flowers apn the graves 


in the cemetery. The day off without 
any disturbance and witnout any notable inci- 
dents.

The attendance here was smaller than ever 
before since the first celebration of Decoration- 
Day. There were, perhaps, 1,000 people within 
the grounds between 12 and 8 p. m.

DEMOCRATS SINNING AGAINST 
KNOW LEDGE. 
Memphis (Tenn.) Avalanche (Conservative). 

Members of Congress who voted for the 
Potter resolutions sinned against knowledge. 
A majority of them from the South violated 
their own convictions as openly expressed and 
published to the world. The Southern States, 
from 1865 to 1876, were ruled and misgoverned 
by arbitrary and oppressive governments, sus- 
tained angpperpetuated by the army. The 
eight veark during the Administrations of 
Grant were filied with riots, bloodshed, and 
corruption. Troobs were quartered in the 
State-Houses of Mississippi, Arkansas, Alabama, 
South Carolina, and Louisiana, and Tennessee 
was, time and again, under the shadow of 


bayonets. The hope of relief from corrupt 
military governments constrained the people of 
the Southern States to suppport Tilden, 
as it dic to support Horace Greeley, a 
life-long Abolitionist. The people of the South 
could not be expected to support a Republican, 
because the my ere nar party sustained Graut, 
who was in the hands of the ultra leaders of the 
party. The fact of Grecley having been a Re- 
ublican did not deter the people of the South 
rom supporting him, and the hope of the peo- 
ple for relief from oppressive partisan rule com- 

lied the Democratic Conventions to nominate 
iim. Notwithstanding theletterof Gov. Haves 
accepting the Republican nommation for the 
Presidency was a departure from Grantism, and 
expressed to the South the same noble senti- 
ments which governed Horace Greeley in 1872, 
vet the feeling of distrust was so strong to- 
wards the Republican party thatthe South 
supported Tilden. But sident Hayes made 
good his promises to the country, redeemed his 
pledges, and, when President, adhered to the 
policy he defined asa candidate. This wasa 
surprise not only to the ultra Republicans, but 
to the people of the South, whe met the Presi- 
dent with public demonstrations of good-will 
President Hayes removed the 
troops from the State-Houses of Soutb Caro- 
lina and Louisiana, and placed in the Cabinet as 
one of his advisers Judge Key, as the most sig- 
nificant act of his earnestness to adopt and exe- 
cute the policy of concord, ve and of equal 
rights among the States of the Union, regard- 
less of the sectional results of the War. Peace 
and good-will have been re-established in the 
South by the restoration of constitutional gov- 
ernment, and the people of the South know 
that President Hayes has accomplished 
this patriotic work against the opposition 
of a majority of Republican leaders. But 
why sbould Democratic members of Congress 
vote for the Potter programme of war against 
Hayes, who has done his constitutional duty 
bravely and firmly?

It is dreadfully small satisfac- 
tion, we say, to be told all this,—to be told, be- 
sides, that the only remedy for these evils is in 
an entire change of policy and the dethrone- 
ment of those in power, and at last to have a 
specific statement of a proposed change of 
potks, wale would leave the oldest, deepest, 
and Ffankest root of the upas of monopoly not 
only undisturbed, but reconsecrated as the 1 
of unremitting care and attention. With a 
servility in this regard which in Pennsylvania 
has become traditional, the Pennsylvania De- 
mocracy tollow the examples of the National 
aud Kepubiican Conventions of the same State 
in attesting their adhesion to the mou- 
strous system of spoliation which has in- 
sulted its victims, the toiling and consuming 
masses of the country, by flying the banner of 
protection to home industry. Manufactures 
should be encouraged,’ sav these Democratic 
provectionists of Philadelphia, ** 80 that steady 
employment and fair wages may be yielded to 
labor, while safety of investment and moderate 
returns for its use belong to <apital.’”’ Aad yet 
for nearly twenty years legislation has been 
systematically shaped to the encouragement oi 
manufactures under the pretense of securing 
steady em ployment and fair wages to labor, as 
well as safety of investment to capital. With 
this professed object every device of discrimina- 
tion, restriction, or prohibition has been tried to 
exhaustion, aud with what result “ Penunsy!- 
vania alone, not to go for an answer to other 
States, may tell in ber industrial and social con- 
ditions the disastrous tale. The protection, so- 
called, has reached ita climax with thousands of 
laborers, on the one hand, not only denied fair 
wages, but without employment on any terms, 
and dnfting into turbulent and destructive 
desperation, and with manufacturing capital- 
ists, on the other hand, once so complacent and 
lordly, in consternation at the perfect work of 
legislation designed for their peculiar beneiit, 
but which is found at last drying up home as 
well as foreign markets, loading them with 
overproduction and idle machinery, and girting 
them round with the perils of the most discon- 
teuted and most revolutionary labor popuiation 
on the continent. Nevertheless the Pennsyl- 
vyania Democracy tell us that manufactures 
must continue to be encouraged, according 
to the old protection fashion, at all hazards.

We have been tolerably piain and direct in 
the statement of our belief touching the Potter 
resolution.

When Montgomery Blair started 
his movement lu Maryland we promptly said 
that in our judgment it was unwise, To that 
belief we consistently adhered when the Blair 
demonstration was moved to Washington. It 
secmed quite clear to us that there was nothing 
in the world to be gained bv the formal reopen- 
ing of this Presidential question. The Znquirer, 
above all Democratic journals, had the richt to 
express this opinion, for bad its counsel been 
heeded Mr. Tilden, having been elected to 
the Presidency, would have been ſnaugurated.

THE COURTS. 
Trying the Sturges Case—Illicit Distillers 


Found Gaility — Judgments, New Suits, 
Ete. 


Tho trial of the mandamus case of “Jack” | 


Sturges vs. The Board of Trade was continued 
all day yesterday before Judge Rogers. In the 
morsing the petitioners put on the stand Mr. 
J. H. Dunham, of the firm of William Young 
& Co., who testified that be had been engaged 
some years in this city in the commission busi- 
ness. 

He was then asked whether it was any loss or 
damage to a broker to be ejected from the Board 
of Trade. The question was objected to, aud 
all the morning was consumed in argument on 
the point. Finaily, Judge Rogers decided that 
no evidence tenuing to show substantial dam- 
ages could de introduced im the present trial, 
because no allegation to that effect was made in 
the petition. This threatened to put a summary 
end to the case, but, alter consultation among 
themselves, Sturges’ counsel concluded te go 
on, only to show nominal damages. The 
charter of the Board of Trade was then intro- 
duced by petitioners, and Sturges was next put 
on the stand. He testifiea that he had been a 
member of the Board since 1870, and had al- 
ways paid his dues until last January, 
when the Board refused to accept them from 
him. Since then, also, he had been refused the 
privileges of the Board, and bad been expelled 
from it. The petitioner then rested. 

The counsel for the Board submitted that the 
complainant had not made out his case, and 
asked for judgment on the ground that the bur- 
den of proof was on the petition to rebut the 
statements of the answer: that nothing substan- 
tial had been adduced in the testimony but what 
was admitted in the answer; aud that the peti- 
tioner, not having disproved the aver- 
ments in the answer, was concluded 
thereby. This point also gave rise toa long 
argument, but was finally overruled by the 
Judge. defendants then attempted to read 
the answer of the Board in evidence, Dut this 
too was overruled by the Court, who held that 
the burden of substantiating the averments of 
the answer Was on the defendants. 

The latter then claimed the right of Cognieg 
and closing if they had the burden of proof, an 
the Judge ruled they were entitied to it. 

They thereupon opened their defense oy call- 
ing Charics Randolph, the Secretary of the 
Board, and also tntroducing in evideuce the

The trial will be continued to-day.

PARTISAN FOLLY IN PLATFORMS. 
Partisan political literature has certainly 
not improved of late years. There was a 
time when platforms were looked for with 
some interest and commanded attention and 
respect as authoritative statements of party 
doctrines and sims. The national platforms 
set forth the national issues and pledges ; 
Stato platforms concerned themselves mainly 
with State matters, and local conventions 
sought favor with the people through some 
local concession or promise of reform. But 
most platforms of the present day have en- 
tirely lost their old-time function and with 
it their value. The most salient feature of 
the average party platform of to-day is the 
indictment of the opposing party, and in 
nine ceses out of ten this indict- 
ment is made up of reckless slanders 
that lose all force by reason of 
their untruthfal or exaggerated character. 
It is regarded as easiest and safest to array 
the opposing party for all the crimes in the 
calendar, because this plan enables each 
party to avoid future responsibility for 
pledges to which it might commit itself in a 
statement of principles and purposes. A 
striking example of the new school in plat- 
form literature may be found in the resolu- 
tions adopted at the Iowa Democratic State 
Convention of Wednesday, of which the fol- 
lowing is the most conspicuous : 

e. We believe that the financial system of the 
Republican party has been one of favor to meney- 
ed monopolies, of unequal taxation, of exemptions 
of class, and of remorseless contraction that has 
destroyed every enterprise which gave employ- 
ment to labor, and, therefore, we denounce its 
measures and its men as sible for the 


financial distress, tne misery, and the want which 
now afflict the nation. 


The absurdity of such a promiscuous and 
wholesale a slander as this becomes appar- 
ent when we think that any party that had 
been guilty of sach enormous crimes against 
the nation ought to have been crushed out 
years ago, and its leaders ought to have been 
shot or sent to the Penitentiary. The Ameri- 
can people justly claim a high degree of 
civilization, the most successful experience 
in self-government, keen intelligence and a 
lively sense of justice. It is not possible to 
conceive that any combination of men ina 
political party should have deliberately “ de- 
stroyed every enterprise which gave employ- 
ment to labor” without incurring punish- 
ment and annihilation from the wrath of 
such a people. That the party thus indicted 
still disputes the control of national legisla- 
tion and is intrusted with the administration 
of national affairs, is pretty conclusive evi- 
dence that the Iowa platform-makers have 
simply strung together a series of lies so pal- 
pable and glaring that they will not deceive 
nor influence a single intelligent man in the 
country. Certainly not even a temporary ad- 
vantage can be gained through slanders 
which receive no credit, but they must react 
to the injury of those who. utter them. 

Perhaps it may help to correct this com- 
mon vice in party platforms if we show how 


the Republican party has been one of favor 
to moneyed monopolies.” This is evidently 
intendei to apply to the National Banks, 
which are the only moneyed institutions 
which the Government could favor. Now a 
monopoly means the exclusive enjoyment of 
a privilege by one person or class of persons, 
and the prohibition of this privilege as to all 
others. But the Iowa Democratic platform 
lies in saying that the National Banks are 
monopolies. The law expressly enables 
any persons to establish and con- 
duct as many National Banks, and 
issue as much citculating currency, 
who shall comply with certain provisions 
for the security of the public. That the 
system is the very reverse of a monoply is 
evident from the fact that the law is known 
as the ree Banking law; it extends the 
privilege of banking to all men who desire to 
invest their capital in that business, and the 
Iowa Democrats can start a hundred or a 
thousand new banks in their State if they 
have the means and desire to do 60. 
This universal privilege was voted by a 
Republican Congress, and the law was signed 
by a Republican President. 
The second charge is that the financial 
system of the Republican party has been one 
of unequal taxation. All Federal taxation is 
comprehended in the tariff and the internal 
revenue raised from the taxes on 
whisky, tobacco, matches, and banks. 
The tariff cannot de said to be un- 
equal as between the Government and 
the people, because its operation is not 
confined to any one class, and does not 
exempt any one class. If there are inequal- 
ities in the tariff system, we may remind 
the Iowa Democrats that no proposition is 
ever made to reform them that does not 
raise a hue and cry from all the Democrats 
east of the Allegheny Mountains, and these 
Democrats have always succeeded in defeat- 
ing every effort to agree upon a tariff for 
revenue only. The taxes on whisky and 
tobacco are neither unequal nor excessive. 
As a matter of fact, the inequality and in- 
justice of Federal taxation falls mainly upon 
the very National Banks to which the Dem- 
ocrats are so inimical, and through them 
upon the people who borrow money. The 
war taxes on banks are retained alone among 
all the special taxes levied on account of the 
War. The money and deposits in the hands 
of the banks are taxed, but not the money in 
the hands of any other class of money- 
lenders. This is unfair discrimination cer- 
tainly, but the moment the Republicans sug- 
gest releasing the banks from special war tax- 
ation the Democrats are up in arms to oppose 
it, in ignorant disregard of the fact that the 
burden falls upon the borrowing classes 
who have to pay the banks a higher rate of 
interest by reason of these war taxes. 
“Exemptions of class” and ‘‘ remorseless 
contraction” are also charged upon the Re- 
publican party. We do not know what the 
Iowa platform-writers mean by ‘‘ exemptions 
of class,” unless reference be made to the 
exemption of United States bonds from taxa- 
tion. If that is it, the Iowa Democrats 
simply charge the Republicans with saving 
countless millions of dollars in extra in- 
terest. on the public, debt which the 
Government would have been i 
to pay in order to sell bonds subject to tax- 


| “tion. This isan offense which will be ap-

ground one by one, leaving the exaggerated 
slander that the Republican party has de- 
stroyed every enterprise which gave employ- 
ment to labor to be disproved by the actual 
condition of things in the State of Iowa. 
The population of that State is chiefly em- 
ployed in agriculture, and the farmers, oou- 
sidering the relative prices of what they pro- 
duce and what they purchase, were never 
better off than they are now. If there is 
more than usual suffering among the labor- 
ing classes in cities, it is in common with the 
same classes all over the world. It is folly to 
charge upon any party in this country the 
responsibility for a commercial] distreas that 
extends over two hemispheres and which is 
accounted for by natural. causes operating in 
the usual way; but when a set of men, 
merely for the purpose of injuring their po- 
litical opponents, further charge an entire 
destruction of all enterprises employing la- 
bor (which has never occurred), they convict 
themselves of unreasoning habits which 
must deprive them of confidence and respect.

THE FIRE IN THE REAR. 

Gen. Grant has lately in Paris accorded an 
interview to a Herald correspondent, in which 
he undertakes to show who was responsible 
for the campaign of the Wilderness. He as- 
sumes the responsibility for it with entire 
freedom. LION and Sraxron, he Says, knew 
nothing about his plans, Everything was 
committed to his discretion. Still more: he 
was specially requested to keep his plans to 
himself, because, as Sranron good-naturedly 
said, Lincoln is apt to confide in many 
people.” Garant assumed this responsibility 
with more readiness, we presume, because 
he believed that the end justified the means. 
The results were such that the responsibility 
for them outweighed in glory the responsibil- 
ity for the losses in the Wilderness. He is 
quite right in thinking that there are few 
men in the country who would not be glad 
to be held guilty of all his various misde- 
meanors in and about Richmond in 1864 and 
1865. 

An interesting point is made by the Gen- 
eral in his statement of the relative power of 
the North and South. Persons who attempt 
to decry his efforts hold that the South hada 
vastly inferior military force; that the able- 
bodied men of the South were exhausted 
before the end of the War, and that the vic- 
tory was due to this fact rather than 
to any courage or merit on the part of 
the North. I sometimes ask,” remarked 
the General to his interviewer, “‘ where were 
all these able-bodied men of the South during 
the War? If we are to believe history, not 
many of them were to be foundin battle. It 
always struck me that I saw enough of them in 
every engagement, and that I had but little ad- 
vantage in force,—none if you consider the 
fact that the Southern men were nearly 
always behind works on the defensive.” 
This is not the first time Gen. Garant has 
expressed this opinion. In private conversa- 
tion heretofore he has gone into the subject 
more in detail. His estimates were about as

The two itemsin this estimate that need 
explanation are those relating to the Southern 
negroes and the Northern Copperhead Dem- 
ocrats, Both furnished immense aid to the 
South. The negroes were available for labor 
on the plantations, and shops, and railroads 
of the Rebel whites. They supported armies 
in the field by their work on “the farms at

home. For throwing up intrenchments and 


for menial services they were better adapted 
than Rebel white soldiers, because more ac- 
customed to labor of that kind. They never 
rose in insurrection or created a fire in the 
rear on the Southern armies, as the Copper- 
heads of the North did in the rear of the 
Northern armies. The negroes were, as 
Gen. Grant says, a material reserve force, 
a most important reserve force, in a fighting 
nation.” The Northern Copperheads were 


also a reserve force—for the South. They | 


disheartened the soldiers at the front by 
voting against the Administration and the 
prosecution of the War, carrying States like 
Indiana, Pennsylvania, and New York. They 
made disturbances in New York City, 
Indiana, and Ohio that required 40,000 to 
50,000 Union soldiers to be sent back 
to protect the rear. The Copperhead pop- 
ulation of 6,000,000 in the North pro- 
longed the War by fally two years, and 
it was in those two years that two-thirds of 
the lives were lost and two-thirds of the 
treasure expended. They were, it is true, 
bad allies, for they only made the punish- 
ment of the South more severe and her ex- 
haustion more complete in the end; but 
their value as part of the opposition to the 
Union armies must not be overlooked in an 
estimate of the forces on either side. 

The Southern soldiers generally fought be- 
hind intrenchments, waiting there until 
they were fired out” by the Union ar- 
mies. In a contest of this description four- 
teen to nine is not unequal odds. The 
Rebels, except at the close, had no rear to 
protect, no communications to keep open, 
and no base of supplies to provide for, while 
the Union armies were compelled to occupy 
every inch of territory they conquered, to 
garrison posts, guard railroads and supplies, 
and detach large forces to assist in trans- 
portation. The North also maintained, as 
Gen. Grant has noticed, all its industrial 
pursuits, while the South devoted all its en- 
ergies to the prosecution of the War. The 
result of this policy would ordinarily have 
been fatal to the South, in the long run, 
through the exhaustion of her resources; but 
these were supplied, as we have good reason 
to know, by English sympathizers. It was 
no lack of guns or ammuuition that defeated 
the South in the end. 

No Union men at the North—and par- 
ticularly not those who fought in the War of 
the Rebellion—will seek to depreciate the 
courage of the Southern soldiers; but it is 
simple misstatement of facts to maintain 


that they were better men than their North. ‘ 


ern opponents. There were at the end more 
Northern soldiers than the South could con- 
trol, but the disparity in numbers was dne

South and the promise of victory than to 
any other cause.

WHY POSTPONE sPpECIE PAYMENTS! 
The point has been reached which leaves 
no doubt of the ability of the Secretary of 


It isno longer open to any 
doubt whether he will be able to do this in 
January next; on the contrary, it is a ques- 
tion whether he will not be amply prepared 
to resume specie payments as early as the 
Fourth of July. If he may legally do so, 
why should he not on that day announce 
that payments in coin or greenbacks, at the 
option of the payer, by the Government, will 
after that day be made atthe Treasury? Can 
that policy be maintained successfully ? The 
contract for the delivery of $50,000,000 in 
exchange for the 44 per cents is now com- 
plete, and the temporary advance in the 
price of gold is due to the withdrawal of 
gold from the banks to make payments on 
that contract. The gold and other coin, 
however, uf not in the banks, is in the 
Treasury. : 

The condition of the Treasury at this time 
may be said to be: That the Treasury has 
at this time a round sum of $100,000,000 in 
coin available for redemption purposes; that 
the mint is coining an average of silver and 
gold equal to $7,000,000 a month; that the 
condition of trade is such that this coin is 
not exported, but remains in the country, and 


| must be eventually available for resumption ; 


that our excess of Imports is so great and so 
continuous that exchange on Europe is in 
favor of this country to such an extent that 
the importation of coin may be expected to 
begin at any day; and this importation of 
coin, together with the regular coinage at the 
mints, will serve to render the circulation of 
coin at par with greenbacks a matter of course, 
even if the Treasury Department shall not 
officially establish specie payments. 

The value of greenbacks depends on the 
probable certainty that they will be change- 
able for coin on demand, It does not follow 
that if the Treasury had $350,000,000 in coin 
on hand, payable on demand in exchange for 
an equal sum of greenbacks, that there 
would be any demand for that amount of 
coin. The greenbacks will be to a very large 
extent for many purposes preferred to the 
coin. All that is needed to make them equal 
to coin is the certainty that they may be 


exchanged. It is safe to assume that the 


utmost which the Treasury must pro- 
tect 1s $100,000,000 of greenbacks. What is 
to be done with the coin if paid out in ex- 
change for greenbacks? It cannot be export- 
ed, because we have such a balance due this 
country in Europe on merchandise account 
that exchange on Europe can be bought 
even now at a discount in New Tork. The 
condition of our trade with Europe may be 
said to have assumed a permanency of ex- 
ports over imports, not likely to be disturb- 
ed for several years to come. The prospects 
of an abundant harvest in all parts of the 
country were never more flattering, and the 
probabilities of a large increase of exports 
over those of last year may be accepted as a 
certainty. A surplus of exports over im- 
ports equal to $100,000,000 may be con- 
sidered as equal to, that much gold in 
Europe subject to draft. During last year, 
the gold value of our exports exceeded 
the gold value of imports by nearly 
$115,000,000, and for the year ending 
June 30, 1878, the excess promises 
to be greater than last year, and there 
is no reason to anticipate any 
falling off in the year to come. All this is 
an effectual protection against any demand 
for gold for exportation. So long as ex- 


change on Europe can be purchased in New , 


York for less than the freight on coin, the 
coin will not be exported. It may be as- 
gumed, then, that the: coin in the country 
now, and the additions by importation, and 
the product of the mines passing through 
the mints at the rate of nearly $100,000,000 


per year, will remain in the country, and’ 


will find naturally a safe. deposit in the Treas- 
ury,—the Treasury certificates doing service 
as currency for all large transactions. 

Who are to demand coin for greenbacks? 
Will the banks? The bank-note circulation 
is nearly equal to that of the greenbacks. 
If the banks send in greenbacks for coin, 
then they must be in a condition to redeem 
their own notes in greenbacks or coin. Any 
attempt by the banks to make a run on the 
Treasury may be promptly checked by tlie 
assortment of bank notes, and a demand by 
the Treasury for their redemption. The 
banks will be as deeply interested as the 
Treasury Department in keeping the green- 
backs from being presented for redemption. 
Even if there be a run upon the Treasury for 
coin, the Secretary will have a large supply 
of silver dollars to meet that demand, 
and can exhaust that supply be- 
fore touching his reserve of gold 
coin. If this twenty to thirty 
millions of silver be forced back on the Treas- 
ury in payment of duties, it will be instant- 
ly available, and each month in a larger sum, 
to meet the demand for the redemption of 
the greenbacks. So long as the Treasury 
Department can give assurance that it can 
redeem the greenbacks to the amount say of 
$100,000,000, and the flow of coin to the 
couutry is continuous, andthe export met by 
a large surplus of exported productions, the 
demand for redemption will not only be 
quite limited, but will be short-lived. Why 
present greenbacks for coin when the green- 
backs themselves will be received at the 
Treasury for customs, and for all other pur- 
poses for which the coin can be employed ? 
The annual product of the mines of the 
country will find coinage atthe mints, and 
thus daily, weekly, monthly, and annually 
the supply of coin in the country will be in- 
creasing, while at the same time our 
exports of provisions, breadstuffs, petroleum, 
cotton, and tobacco, and, it is to be hoped, 
of our manufactures, will continue to swell 
the balance to our credit in foreign lands, 
after paying for our purchases. Never was 
there a more favorable combination of cir- 
cumstances than is now presented for an im- 
mediate resumption of specie payments by 
the Government. We have the coin; the 
maximum sum of the greenbacks has now 
been, substantially determined, and their de- 
preciation is an impossibility so long as the 


coinage of silver dollars continues, and, with 


a constant inflow of the precious metals, and 
a regular export of merchandise in excess of 
our payments abroad, there can be no reason

THE PHONOGRAPH AND ITS FUTURE. 

The phonograph which is now on exhibition 
in nearly all the large cities of this country, 
and will make ite debut in San Francisco 
this week, has thus far attracted less atten- 
tion in Chicago than in any other place. 
Chicago people are sometimes slow to move; 
when they do move they go en masse. 
Thus far it has drawn upon scholars, stu- 
dents, and scientists. To them it is a matter 
for investigation. If for no other reason, it 
should appeal to the general public as a curi- 
osity or a sensation. 

The phonograph is a queer animal. Your 
voice comes back to you very much as if it 
were visible and you were looking at it 
through the large lenses of a lorgnette. As 
a musician, it will not pass strict critical 
muster, In reproducing the scale it sharps 
each note ascending, and by the time it has 
reached the last note of the octave, where 
of course the vibrations are much more 
rapid, it has violated all the musical 
canons. In -descending, its tendency is 
to flat, but also, by some curious law 
of compensation, by the time it gets back 
to the first note it is all right again. A duet, 
say of tenor and baritone, retarns a curious 
jumble of shrill soprano and alto; what it 
would accomplish with a quartette we can- 
not imagine, but it is very evident that, as it 
now stands, it would be an unsafe basis for 
the construction of counterpoint. The pho- 
nograph prefers a perfectly clear, pure tone, 
like a whistle or the sound of a cornet, which 
it will reproduce with admirable fidelity. 


Probably a violin tone, if it could be forced 


into the funnel so as to strike the disphragm, 
would be absolutely reproduced both in 
quantity and quality of tone. Its reproduc- 
tion of a pare tone is best shown in the case 
of a whistle. Suppose that the ordinary 
tones of speech, singing, laughing, and 
coughing have been indented upon the foil, 
then whistle over the same surface and re- 
verse the phonograph. The speech, sing- 
ing, laughing, and coughing will de 
reproduced in a confused din, while 
the whistle will be heard through 
it all, perfectly clear and distinct. The pho- 
nograph has some odd preferences. It likes 
what is bizarre and out of thecommon. It 
will give back imitations of animals, such as 
the cackling of hens, crowing of rogsters, low- 
ing of cows, barking of dogs, and mewing of 
cats, more faithfully than it will the ordinary 
utterances that make human speech. It has 
not yet succeeded in reproducing the qualities 
perfectly that distinguish one voice from 
another, except that it indicates very clearly 
the distinctions of the male and female 
voice; but it must be remembered that the 
phonograph is yet an infant, and that the 
instruments now on exhibition are those 
which Mr. Eptson's fertile genius first sug- 
gested, and only illustrate the principle of 
vibration. His improvements are already 
so far advanced that its power is 
greatly imcreased, and there can be 
no doubt that he will not only 
greatly intensify the tone, but will reproduce 
its different qualities, while the application 
of clock-work to the revolutions of the cyl- 
linders will secure a uniformity of speed 
that cannot be obtained by the hand, and will 
thus pitch the sounds upon the natural key 
and retain that pitch, When that is done, 
music may be reproduced as correctly by the 
phonograph as the face is by the photo- 
graph. 

To make the phonograph of practical value 
it is evidently necessary that some instru- 
ment shall be devised which can be used 
with it, to magnify sounds. Mr. Epon, 
in his latest instrument, has succeeded in 
greatly increasing the power, but, according 
to the current foreign scientific journals, 
Prof. D. E. Huaues, of London, has stc- 
ceeded in intensifying tone so that sounds 
which are inaudible to the naked ear be- 
come as palpable as objects appear to the 
naked eye when placed under the micro- 
scope, which are otherwise invisible. The 
multiplying apparatus is described as fol- 
lows : 

Two pieces of charcoal, heated to a white heat. 
are plunged into mercury; they are then placed in 
a glass tube and pressed end to end, making a part 
of an electric circuit; if a telephone is introduced 
in the circuit, and a ound is sent through the two 
pieces of charcoal, it comes out at the end of the 
circuit greatiy increased in volume.

It is stated that by the use of this elec- 
trical process the lightest touches of a 
feather’s edge of a camel's-hair brush on the 
sounding-board of the telephone produce 
%a crackling noise of which the intensity 
was almost painful to the ear,” while the 
footsteps of a house fly walking across the 
sounding-board become distinctly audible! 
With the application of this discovery to the 
phonograph, no one can forecast the possi- 
bilities of Mr. Epison’s invention. The 
principle of the phonograph is so simple 
that it is remarkable no one had ever hit 
upon it before. With the application of 
Hours sound-multiplier, the prospect 
broadens so that almost any one can 
conceive some new thing the phono- 
graph may accomplish. It makes 
the possibilities which Mr. Epison enun- 
ciated in his article in the North American 
Review seem modest as compared with the 
realities. There is no reason why the pho- 
nograph should not sing, read, talk, and 
preach for us, do our letter-writing, 
and ultimately revolutionize telegraphy so 
that a merchant in Chicago may talk to a 
merchant in London as clearly and froely as 
he talks to a clerk in his office. The possi- 
bilities of the phonograph, when combined 
with the microphone and telephone, are 
vastly greater than were those of Warts’ tea- 
kettle or Morsz’s ernde instrument with 
which he first sent words from Baltimore 
to Washington, for Mr. Epison will 
not work alone in perfecting it. A 
thousand busy brains will investigate 
and help him improve upon and prac- 
tically apply the principle he has worked 


out. The little phonograph which is now 


working in Chicago may yet become an in- 
estimable blessing to the human race, and 
in future years be looked back upon as one 
of the stepping-stones in the world’s prog- 
ress, just as we now look back upon the 
discovery of printing, gunpowder, the com- 
pass, steam, and telegraphy. We advise

RUSSIAN PREPARATIONS. 
GETTING READY FOR EVENTUALITIBES. 

[The London Times correspondent sent 
„home this dispatch :} 

PuHILaADeLputa, May 15.—Russian operations 
in the United States have reached a point at 
which England will probably deem it proper to 
take notice of them. Various American jour- 
nals say that Russian movements already vio- 
late the spirit of the neutrality laws, and report 
that Russia is making efforts to prevail on Con- 
gress to modify them. Her officers continue 
their enterprises ig the cities onthe Atlantic 
seaboard, attracting much attention. Over 
twenty officers, besides several American ship- 
brokers, are occupied in these schemes. They 


retain counsel, so that while straining the laws 
to the utmost they may not actually infringe 


them. They are, however, closely watch- 
ed by British representatives, and com- 
plain that this impedes their move- 
ments. . They are examining steamers 


offered for sale, and generally object to the higb 
prices demanded. They pursue their business 
secretiy and steadily, and it is expected that 
some day a large fleet of American steamers 
now in our ports will suddenly appear as Rus- 
sian cruisers off the American coasts. 

There is reason to believe that the Russians 
have bought the new steamer State of Califor- 
nia. which is to be launched at Philadelphia to- 
morrow. It is of light draft, with an iron pro- 
pelier 2 8,000 tons, and having a guar- 
an speed of fourteen knots. It was orig- 
inally built for the Pacific Coast traffic. The 
construction of her upper works has suddenly 
been changed, and the orders which had been 
given for freichting her have been transferred 
to other vessels. She will be ready for sea in 
June. 

When Turkey abandoned a contract she had 
made for arms with the Providence Arms Com- 

any, 200.000 rifles remained in the hands of that 

rm, which they retained till payment should 
he sent. Russia, by arrangement with Turk 
agents, has taken these rifles, and this week t 
Arms Company have resumed work ou a con- 
tract for over 500,000 more rifles for Russia, em- 
ploying 2,000 men in that business.

CUBA. 
THE STORY OF A VETERAN INSURGENT. 

New York, May 30.—Gen. Antonio Macco, 
the well-known Commander-in-Chief of the 
Cuban patriot forces, arrived to-day from 
Jamaica. Heis accompanied by two members 
of his staff, Brigadiers Arcadio Le Vidal and 
Juan Rios Rivera. The General has been 
wounded twenty-one times since the beginuing 
of the campaign, and now carries in his body 
four bullets. He says during the past six years 
the patriots have been constantly promised aid 
from here, but up to the present time they have 
received absolutely nothing. The strength of 
the ‘patriot army to-day is not much over 
1,000 men, but they are well armed, and 
drilled, and in fine condition. They 
have opposed to them over 40,000 Spanish 
troops, who give the patriots not a moment’s 
peace. 

The General asserts that there is not the 
slightest truth in the report of his surrender. 
He says: I have made no terms whatever with 
the Spanish Government. I am commissioned 
here by the Provisional Government, and by tae 
courtesy of Gen. Campos was permitted to pass 
through his lines. The war must continue. 
There ie now no more Congress or standing 
Government, and affairs are under the direction 
of Manuel Calvar, head of the Provisional Gov- 
erument. Officers are now in Jamaica on an im- 
portant commission from Manuel Calvar.”’ 

The General, while protesting against the re- 
port of his surrender, could not weil explain why 
it was confirmed by all the Havana journals. 

To the inquiry, If it is not indiscreet to 
ask, I would like to know if you anticipate re- 
maining in New York for any length of time!“ 
he replied: ‘‘That I really cannot tell at pres- 
ent.

A Wisconsin Professor Proposes to Walk in 
the Tracks of the Aerial Giant Who Stalked 
Abroad Last Week.

BRONSON HOW D EXPLAINS, 
Te the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, May 20.—Srii! I am sure some 
mistake, probably on my own part, led your 
dramatic eritic to express the wish, ia this 
morning’s issue, concerhing the author of 
Hurricanes,“ that “he should not indulge in 
the weakness of trying to make the public be- 
lieve he improvised it in a week or a month.” 
I cannot imagive what I can have said, either in 
public or private, to convey the idea that I have 
been indulging in such a weakness. I must 


have spoken or written language, at some 


time, quite ambiguous and utterly at vari- 
ance with my real megning. Instead of 
improvising ‘“‘Hurricanes” in a week or 
a month, I wrote and rewrote the first two acts 
last fall; aud I rewrote them for the third time 
in December. The last act was written during 
January; but I did not consider the pley then 
in a form to be preseuited to the public. On re- 
ceiving (early in May) a.telegram from Mr. 
Abbey saying that he had finally closed the 
Chicago engagement, I again rewrote the entire 
piece, not having it in a shape in which I was 
willing to trust it finally out of 1 hands until 
the 16th of the present month. hat 1 have 
intended to say is this: that, with only eleven 
days between the completion of the play and 
the tirst performance, there has necessarily been 
considerable rapidity in the way of rehearsing, 
etc. I have said this in justice to the admira- 
ble artists who have worked so hard aud so suc- 
cessfully, as it seems to me, under serious dis- 
advantages, to make the most of whatever 
merits the piece may have. My own experience 
convinces me that no piece requires such per- 
sistent care on the part ofits author asa light 
comic drama. It is easy enough to knock the 
shuttlecock of fun inte the air, but to keep it 
there for two hours and a halfreauires about as 
active mental exertion as I at least am capable of. 
{ bave never been really guilty, I think, of affect- 
ation in this direction. error has,evidently 
deen in the use of language conveying 8 wrong 
impression.

THE FRAME OF THE COMMUNIST PLAT- 


To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Swissva.e, Pa., May 24.—] am indebted to A. 
R. Parsons, Chicago, “Communist,” for several 
copies of the National Piatform and Princi- 
ples of the Socialistic Labor Party.” It con- 
sists of a headbuard in three sections, seventeen 
planks in Roman characters, and an Italic 
frame, the top of which is this:: The Furtä is 
Man's, and the fuliness thereof.” One side is, 
‘* Production betongs to the Producer—The Tools 
belong to the Tovler;” the other side is, ““Zeonom- 
icat, Potitical, and Religious Liberty constitute the 
Holy Trintty of Human Freedom ;” and the bot- 
tom ta secured by this elaborate bit of molding; 
“* The ignorance of the workingman as to his 
rights and wrongs is the cause of his enslavement 
by the intetlectua! ruffians of the age.” 

I am not an expert about carpenter-work ; but 
it seems to me that the sides of this frame do 
not fit the top, and the bottom is quite discou- 
nected from the other varts. The corners do 
not come together. There is no mitre, or mor- 
tice, or joint, or pin, that I can see; and that 
platform must fall to pieces if it depends upon 
the frame, or I know even less about joiuers’ 
work than I supposed. 

Let me sec: Ide Earth is Man's.“ Did men 
make the garth? The philosophers and divipes 
agree that it la a production.” Is man the 
„producer If not, how does it come to be- 
long to him! 

Property is subject to the control of the own- 
er. Can man control the earth? Cau he stop 


it from spinning around the sun? Can he gov- 
ern ite storms, its sunshine and clouds, its cold 
or heat! Does it not open its mouth and swal- 
low bim with tts quakiogs; bury bim in its 
Oceans: withhold its reward for bis toil, and 
doom him to famine aud death; poison him 
with ite miasmas; turn bim to ice with its cold; 
dissolve him with its heat! 

“The Earth is Man’s?” Ishould really like 
to know how he acquired this refractory piece of 
property, and what he intends to do with it. 

It does seem to me that any man who has 


must see that the top of this frame does not tit 
the lett side, and never can be made to fit it. 
The earth is the largest production of which 
we have any intimate knowledge, and, if it dows 
not belong to the producer by right of produc- 
tion, this whole frame is knocked intosplinters; 
and it is all splinters it it does. 

If the rave owns the earth witbout reference 
to the rights of the producer, why may not any 
individual of it own as muchas be can ride 
around, without reference to the rights of other 
individuals! On the contrary, if The Earth 
is the Lord's,“ as the old Bible says it is, aud as 
all peng! and human experience say it is, what 
shall we think of the reformers who begin busi- 
ness by stealing the Lord’s property, and ex- 
cluding the very name of the Producer from fis 
production! 

But Tools belong to the Toller.“ Does this 
mean that a spade belongs to the man who dige 
witb it, and not to the man who made it? 

More than a year ago I bought 4. — aud, 
in so doing, acquired the right of the man 
who wade it, by paying him for his labor. One 
Sabbath afternoon, a dig Irisbman came to our 
kitchen-door, begging bread. / He said he was 
hunting work; avd I offered to employ him. He 
accepted, and was supplied with supper, bed. 
and breakfast next moruing, and wernt out, 
with some others, to dig a ditch. I went to 
give directions, when be turned and informed 
me that be bad pot “come to this country to 
be bossed by a woman. I told him, Of course 
not, apd that aman who handled a spade as 
beautifully as he did had no need to be bossed 
by any one; but, if he would just look, he 
would see that that bank was not straight, 
and that it would be much better to have 
some more dug 1 it. He did as I required, 
and I kept him seVeral days, during which he 
told his experience to our o workmen. He 
nad been earning more money than | nad, with- 
out working nearly so many hours, or nearly so 
hard, according to bis strength, aud bad speut 
bis salary in whisky; had once robbed a little 
girl on the high road to get more roney to buy 
more whisky; while I saved my ee and 
bought a spade. Now I would respectfully ask 
Mr. 
me, or to Paddy, who dug with it. Paddy 
evidently thought that Tools belong to the 
Toiler,” for he took my spade with him when he 
proceeded on his travels. 

During the past sixteen months I have had 
considerable experience about tools, and have 
found that che toiler seldom or ever had any; 
that it was my high privilege to supply them 
when I wanted any work done; that they fur- 
nished him employment in hunting them; and 
that he never knew where he had put them 
when he used them last. They were alwavs his 
when they were to be broken or lost, and mine 
wheu they were tobe repaired or r 
Would Mr. Parsons be so good as to let ms 
know who is to furnish the tools Which belo 
to the toiler, and about how many will be re- 
quired to supply the demand ; also, if the toller 
eould be induced to keep them in repair, or who 
is to pay the biacksmith. 
ain: what class of toilers are to be fur- 
nished with tools! Shall 1 have a right to call 
upon some one for a new pen. — this one is 
about worn out,—a thimble — need! 
etc., etc, And, U so, on whom iI call? 
used to think my tools were mine When I had 
bought and paid for them; but,in the good 
time of Soctalism, will some one supply me 
with tools! 

It would be very nice to have one’s tools 
furnished free, gratis, for nothing, and never 
a cent to pay: but there is some danger that 
the business of tool-making will go out of 
fashion. Will not our shovel stop 
- work if all the shovels belong to the men who 
throw clay into wheelbarrows, without refer- 
ence to those who dig the ore out of the earth, 
emelt it, and make it into blades, and those 
who cut down trees and convert them into

The general appearance of 
the counterfeit, however, is good, and 
ie calculated to deceive all except experts. 
The res are written, and look as well 
as on genuine notes They have evidently 
been and are almost perfect. The Trades- 
men's Bank counterfeit is on thick paper, and its 
general appearance is bad. Most of the counter- 
feits are on the Broadway Bank, of the old issue 
before fibre paper was adopted, and, in nine cases 
' out of ten, they would ordinary scrutiny. 
One city bank has received two of the bills, which 
have been branded by the department officers at 
Washington.

On the way to Chicago from Cincin- 
pati, on the night of Jan. 14, 1878, Crawford 
said he had slept alone in a shanty, on the night 
of the murder, back of the Exposition Building.

¢hat be saw Crawford on the night of July i0, 
1872, being introduced to him by O’Boyle. He 
and O’Boyle were sitting on the corner of Union 
snd Meagher streets at about 8:30. Crawford 
and Morton came around in a buggy and asked 
them togoriding. They did, had a drink or 
two, and then separated. At about 
10:30 witness was called out of a friend's house 
on Li street by the other three, who asked 
him to ride. He did eo. After riding a while, 
Morton the buggy away, and they sat 

down on the sidewalk at the southeast corner 
of Brown and Wright streets. This was shortly 

after 12 o'clock. A man came along pretty 
soon, and Crawford said, “ Here's a blok 
boys: let’s hang him up.” Crawford a 
0 started across the street to the diagon- 
ally corner. Crawford put his hand on 
the man and the shot was fired. Witness all 
this time was on the southwest corner, about 
ten feet from his own home, and about seven 
feet from the spot where the man fell. Witness 
didn’t shoot the man. He knew who did. It 
was Joseph Crawford. Describing the affair 
more minutely, witness said that 
Crawford, after making the remark about 
the “bloke,” started up and went 
towards the man, O’ Boyle following him. Wit- 
ness started up to go into the house. Crawford 
‘and Shanley had some words, which witness 
couldn't understand, and Crawford pulled out 
a eled pisto! from his pants pocket 
and the man: Witness had seen this re- 
yolver in Crawford’s hands before that nicht.

The bullet was found in the brain, into 
which it had passed obliqucly to the left and 
upwards. The skin about the wound was 
broken, and blackened by powder, and the ends 
of the hair had the appearance of being singed. 
It was this wound which caused Suanley's death. 
The buliet, which was below medium size, was 
here produced by the witness. 

On cross-xaminatiou, witness admitted that 
the discoloration was not very perceptible, and 
the singeing of the hais was only about the

McDonald, smiling and interested, sat by and 
looked on. 

Mr. Mills got out of the witness that he also 
knew mau named McCarthy. He didn’t know 
the name of the street where he lived, but could 
find the house. 

Questions as to whether witness was ever 
convicted in the Criminal Court, whether he 
had ever been in the Penitentiary, whether he 
had been in the House of Correction in Cinciu- 
nati, or in the Bridewell here, were objected to 
aud withdrawn for the time beiag. 

WILLIAM M’DONALD 
then took the stand, and the Court himself, 
solemniv and earnest! y, administered the oath. 
He testified that he had been brougbt from 
Joliet, and that he had known Crawford for 
about three years. 

Mr. Van Buren objected to a question as to 
where he had made Cra ſord's acquaiatance. 
Sustained. 

McDonald was asked where he was on the 
night of July 9-10 in July last. 

Mr. Van Buren also objected to this. Possible 
confessions of Crawford should have been in- 
troduced on the direct examination, and not in 
rebuttal. 

The objection was overruled. 

McDonald said he was on West Harrison street 
that night, west of Clinton, at the house of his 
sister, Miss McCarthy. It was a warm nicht, 
and he went to sleep in a grain wagon in front 
of the house. ; 

Did you see Crawford that night?’’ asked 
Mr. Mills. 

Mr. Van Buren entered an objection, but it 
was overruled, | ' 

McDonald went on to say that he did see 
Crawford the night of Shanley’s murder. It 
was between 12 and 1 o'clock. Crawford came 
and got iuto the wagon and remained all night, 
and went away carly in the morning. 

How do you know that was the night of 
William Shanley’s murder“ asked Mr. Mills. 

McDonald—From his own lips, 

Mr. Van Buren objected before the words 
were fairly out. It was the old objection. This, 
said Mr. Van Buren, was a very adroit way of 
drawing out a confession. 

Mr. Milis was ready to argue the question, 
but said if there was any doubt in the Court’s 
mind as to the propriety of the question, he 
would withdraw it. 

The Court doubted its propriety, and it was 
accordingly withdrawn.

a hackman, who corroborated the alibi business.

No young woman lived there then, and no 
young lady entered the building at night, as far 
as he knew. 

Mr. Van Buren elicited from the witness the 
fact that the old number of his place was 46:

North avenue. He admitted that he took a 
good many pictures, and couldn’t remember all 
who came there.

MR. MILLS 

announced that the testimony was all in, and 
began his address to the jury. At the begin- 
ning of the case, he said, there might have ex- 
isted some doubt as to the guilt of Joseph 
Crawford, but there could be none now. The 
truth was ciear, and all cloud of doubt had de- 
parted. Before the guy sat the highwayman 
and murderer who had rendered the wife of 
William Shanley a widow and her children 
fatherless. William Shanley received one 
ballet in his brain. One man fired it. 
But that was no reason why four men should 
not be indictea. It being settled that an as- 
sault was made on Shaniey with the intent to 
rob him, and that in the execution of that in- 
tent he was killed, all four of the robbers were, 
according to all the rules of law, guilty of mur- 
der. It was never pretended tbat Gannon 
O’ Boyle, or Martin fired the shot. The fa-ts o 
the case pointed clearly to Joseph Crawford as 
the man who fired that shot. The clear, 
straightforward evidence of Thomas Fitzgerald, 
corroborated as far as Crawford’s dress was con- 
cerned by the testimony of the ladies and even 
of George Martin himself, the defendant’s wit- 
ness, proved that Crawford was there at the 
corner of Brown and Wright streets. If it had 
been the other Joseph Crawford, Martin’s old- 
time friend, Martin would have been likely to 
know it. But this defendant, to show that he 
was not there, came into court and added to the 
crime of murder that of perjury. The incon- 
sistencies of the alibi were thoroughly exposed 
by Mr. Mills—the subterfuge about the alleged 
young lady, the refusal to give names by which 
the prosecution would be enabled to prove the lie, 
the testimony of Bingham, contradicting, as it 
did, that of the defendant, and, lastly, the un- 
contradicted testimony of McDonald, to whom 
Crawford came alone that July bt and vert 
to whom he lay down in a wagon outside of a 
building. The smashing of this miserable frag- 
ment of an alibi showed that he was there. The 
position of the parties showed that Crawford 
must bave fired the shot, and the fact that 
Shanley’s face was discolored and histhair burn- 
ed with the powder marks proved that he did 
the deed, Gannon being the farthest away, 
O' Boyle nearer, and Crawford next to his vic- 
tim. But there was a witness of the crime,— 
Fitzgerald,—and hence Crawford’s attempt to 
lay the charge against the innocent Gannon.

that man.“

HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY. 

Wasainetos, D. C. — General Orders No. 26.— 
The following orders, received from the Secretary 
of War, are published to the army: It being 
known that the presence of the firing-pin spring in 
the service rifle ana carbine shortens the life of the 
firing-pin, upon the recommendation of the Chief 
of Ordnance the Secretary of War directs that the 
svring be no longer used. Accordingly it will be 
removed from the arms now in service, and none 
will hereafter be manufactured or supviied. 

General Ordere No. 28.—By direction of the 
Secretary of War, the following order is promul- 
gated for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned: ** The extra pay of §2 per month in virtue 
of the Certificate of Merit, granted in accordance 
with Secs. 1,216 and 1,285, Revised 
Statutes, will commence at the date of 
the battle or engagement in which the 
certificate was won, and continue while the 
soldier remains continnously In service as an en- 
listed man. The certificates conferred on soldiers 
who may die before receiving them will be deposit- 
ed with the Secona Auditor of the Treasury, fur 
the benefit of their heirs; and in cases of discharge 
prior to issue, they will be retained inthe Adjutant 
General's office until applied for, when proof will 
be required that the applicants are the persons 
entitied tothem. No Certificate of Merit will be 
granted to any persons not ia the military service 
of the United States at date of application for the 
same. 

General Orders No. . — By direction of the 
Secretary of War, General ers No. 49, of 
1875, from thie office, is modified to read as 
follows:: The Quartermaster's Department is 
authorized to transport to the Medical Museum at 
Washington such objects as may be turned over

GRAIN-INSPECTION FEES, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caicaco, May 30.—By the decision given in 
the case of The Peopie vs. W. H. Harper and 
his sureties, it appears that the sum of $25,000 
which Harper retains in his hands is the prover- 
ty of the persons for whom he inspected the 
grain, and from whom, under the sanction of 
the State Board of Commissiouers, be collected 
fees in excess of the amount requisite to cover 
the expense of the inspection system. Suppose, 
now, that I was the owner of 2,000 car-loads of 
gtain inspected by Harper, and that Harper col- 
lected from me 2 cents per car, while it ap- 
peared that 15. cents per car would have been 
sufficient,—is not the State Board, under the 
abovementioned decision of the Court, Mable to 
mefor the excess, amounting to $200, which 
Harper collected from me under their sanction! 
If that is the case, is it not the duty of the 
Board to retund to me the above excessive 
charge? 

On the 27th inst. there were 2,524 cars of 
grain inspected into store in this city, on which 
the amount of inspection fees collected was 
$631, belug at the rate of 2 cents per car. If 
15 cents per car is sufficient to pay expense of 
inspection, an excess of $2523 was exacted ille- 
gaily from the owners of all that grain, under 
the sanction of the State Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners. In view of the 
present large revenue of the Inspection Office 
would ft not be proper that the public should 
know what is done with the money? Is it all 
expended for legal and legitimate purposes, or 
is there a new fund accumulating, to be Harper- 
ized hereafter?

WHISKY. 
MERSEREAU'S 400 BARRELS. 

The 400-barre! whisky case came up again in the 
United States District Court yesterday morning. 
They were seized Aug. 5, 1875. in the Chicago 
Dock Company's warehouse,—a place used geuer- 
ally for the storage of salt. The first clew to the 
existence of *‘crooked being in the building was 
obtained along in May, 1876, when one of the Se- 
cret-Service detectives, then at work in this city, 
learned that 150 barrels belonging to Goleen & 
Eastman, which they had reported as dumped, had 
been run off on a railroad train. In running down 
this stuff, it was ascertained that it had been taken 
to the Dock Company's warehouse, and it was 
while watching the place te see that no more dar- 
rele were removed ‘hat ex-Gauger Miller was shot 
by an emplove of the Whisky Ring. The ‘* piping,” 
however, was continued, and in August the ware- 
house was entered at night, and 400 
barrele were discovered. The next day 
Mr. Benson, of the Secret Service, and 
ethers made the seizure. Mersereau claimed 
the 400 barrels, —that he had sold the stuff en 
credit, but hadn't been paid. and had taken it 
pack. It was also claimed that the 150 barrels of 
„ crooked ” which had passed through the hands 
of Goleen & Eastman were not in the lot. Steb- 
bins, to whom it was alleged the whisky nad been 
sold by Mersereaa, signed a formal release. The 
Treasury Department declined to deliver it to 
Mereereau. Some time sudsequently Stebbins 
went into Washington and claimed that he did own 
it, and, in support of his claim, died a paper show- 
ing that Mersereau had sold it to him. Affidavits 
setting forth these facts will be produced at the 
trial when it takes place.

There te « deal of mystery 
about who owned Mersereau’s distillery and the 
whisky, and itis not unlikely that the case will 
ultimately orig to the front members of the 
Whisky Ring who have never yet appeared in 
public.

try the case as soon as possible, and he thought he 
must have understood it. He had no objection to 
the case being considered with the other cases, if 
it were put onthe same basis, —that ia, that Stebvins 
shouid admit that the whisky was forfeited, and 
stipulate that he would make no defense except 
that of immunity. The distinction between the 
cases, however, was that in the one at bar it 
remained tobe tried bya jury whether the prop- 
erty was forfeited or not. He didn’t think the 
question of immunity ought to come up until that 
question was settied. 

Mr. Munn remarked that they ought to have the 
privilege of availing themselves of every defense. 

Judge Blodgett didn't think the defense could 
deny tue forfeiture, and then ciaim that they were 
entitled to the 400 barrels because they had re- 
ceived immunity. The defense seemed to him at- 
terly inconsistent that, when a man took im- 
munity, he did it on the score that he had com- 
mitted a crime.

EDUCATIONAL. 


DRAWING. 

The Board of Education held a regular semi- 
monthly meeting last evening, President Sullivan 
in the chair. The absentees were Covert, Smuh. 
Stone, and Vocke. . 

The first thing considered was Inspector En- 
glish's resolution on the subject of drawing in the 
primary grades. 

The author of it said that, from investigation, he 
was led to believe that the study of drawing was 
enforced in the primary schools without any au- 
thority. The rujes provided that, drawing being 
an optional study, itshould only be taken up at 
the request of the parent or guardian. The mat- 
ter deserved serious consideration, as the teachers 
complained that, on account of being obliged to 
give so much time to drawing in the lower 
grades, they could not give a proper modicum 
of time to reading. In many of the schools the pu- 
pils read only once a day, on account of the inter- 
ference of drawing, time being thus taken from the 
fundamentale of education. It gave an entering- 
we to Socialism, the point of which was that 
the State should fit tbe children for their future 
sphere in life.

FREEDOM OF TRADE. 
Cassius M. Clay’s Lecture—English Experi- 


evce. 

The Hon. Cassius M. Clay lectured in St. 
Louis recently on the Commerc a! Destiny of 
the Western Hemispliére.” The Louisville 
CeurierJvurnal gives an epitome ef the lecture, 
from which we make ap extract ; 

Alter sketching what tue future may possibly 
bring forth of commercial domiaion, Mr. Clay 
very traly remarked: “But to effect these 
things We must Rave (ne same freedom of trade 
abroad aa at nome,” 

Kugiand has appreaoked nearer to free trade 
mau aay other nation: Turi reforma were iu 
wugurated ia ly, een the customs tariff 
comprised about |, articvive subject to duty, 
The import, Which Were 8310,0200,000 ia 1840, 
rose to 871,045,005 e 81,002,654, 988 in 
I and tn lech they hed reached the enormous 
twure of . ra sc The exporta, which 
were 6590,043, 590 in 1848, rose to $57,105,460 in 
10, to 622,006,755 hy 1800, and to $1,283. ss83.- 
Oo in I8TG—or an inerease of imports and ex- 
ports ot Mr per cent in'thirty-six years. These 
are results which 6 r the protectionista, 
rhey cannot answer them. The condition of 
Amerivan trade at the present moment is a 
couclusive proof of the suicidal policy of protec- 
tion. * 

Then again Mr. Olap’s advocacy of the free 
dom vf trade is well sustained by the condition 
of tne American merenant marine, which is vir- 
tually banished from me seas, vur navigation 
laws forbiduing the purchase of foreuwo-built 
ships by Americans, aud designed to coerce 
them to go to John Hosen and one or two other 
ship-builders, who have deen exclusiveiy legis- 
lated for, when steantsisios can be bought or 
the hundred in Europerat prices far below the 
rates of the mopopotists. Ihe process of a 
restoration of fureigwmade is clear. Cut down 
the list of articles subject to duty so that for- 
eigu nations can exchange products with us, 
and repeal the navigatien iaws that Americans 
can buy ships from whom and where they 
please, to carry on tuc trade which wil follow 
the reduction of the tariff, as it has in England. 

Observe that, in 1846, ne English navigation 
laws were in full foros. They were repealed 
June 26, 1849, and tue repeal went into operation 
in January, 1850. Look at the results. Io 1849 
the total number of vessels registe red as be- 
longing to the United Kingdom and the channel 
islands was 15,221, unh tonnage ef 3,096,342. 
In 1876 the number of: vessels was 25,479, and 
the tonnage 6,263,333; In 1849 there were only 
414 steamers, and in 1876 there were 3,121. In 
1840 tne British tonnage entered and cleared 
was 6,490,485; the foreign tonnage was 2,949,- 
182. In 1876the British townage entered and 
cleared was 33,441,U7& and the foreign 17,342,- 
923, the increase in British tonnage in thirty-six 
years being 415 per cent; the increase of foreign 
tonnage 483 per cent. 

During the same period the tonnage of the 
United States, which ought to exceed that of 
the rest of the world, has increased only from 
1,576,946 tons to 4,711,949, and foreign tonnage 
entering our ports has increased from 131,900 
tons to 12,218,365 in 1976. 

The men who are gpposing tariff reduction 
and the repeal of the navigation laws are doing 
their vest to strangle the business of the coun- 
try. The plea is that our manulacturers must be 
protected. They have been protected for years 
at the expense of the, vast majority of people 
employed in other industries. Soiled down, 
their demand means that special legislation 
shail be continued te license one man, for iu- 
stance, to charge his fellow-citizens 50 cents to $1 
a yard more for cloth than it can be bought for 
without tie restriction, to enable that one man 
to have a protitable business. It is all special 
legislation and oppressive to the agricultural 
class especially, and to all consumers of manu- 
factured goods. ) 

Rather let the wail of protection be torn 
down. The protected themselves are crying tor 
a market for their surplus products; they are 
clamoring for subsidized steamer lines; they 
are looking to South America. They may send 
out a hundred bees of steamers, and the sur- 
plus produced will not be sold until the trade 
exists with Che foreign countries, and that trade 
will only come through reciprocity, tne princi- 
ple upwn which ali profitable commerce is 
founded. We must have the same freedom of 
trade abroad that we have at home.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. — 


Supervising-Architect Hill's Let- 
ter to the Secretary. 


The Report of the Chicago Officers 
Violently Assailed. 


The Assistant District-Attorney Says 
Something in Reply. 


Mr. Hill, Supervising Architect of the Treas- 
ury Department, has made to the Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury a report on the papers 
giving the result of the investigation conducted 
by Assistant District Attorney-Thomson and 
Collector William Henry Smith pertaining to 
the construction of the Chicago Customs-House 
building. The substance of the report, which 
is dated May 27, is as follows: 

He became Supervising Architect in August 
of 1876, upon the retirement of Mr. Potter, by 
whom the original Customs-House dcsiens had 
been modified. Considerable work had been 
done under these modifications, and was con- 
tinued until Jan. 8, 1877, when, on the report of 
Mr. A. B. Mullett, the Secretary of the 
Treasury directed the making of new 
designs for the attic story. They were 
adopted, and the necessary changes in 
stone work already delivered were ordered. 
These difficulties cannot be estimated or u nder- 
stood except by those personally connected 


with the operations. 

As regards the variation between Mueller's 
contract for dimension stone and the advertise- 
ment Mr. Hill knows nothing, for the contract 
was made four years prior to his appointment. 

As to the quality of the stone delivered by 
the contractor, it has been a subject of frequent 
consideration. Several varying reports have 
been made upon it by committees of prominent 
architects. Following them instructions were 
given to the Superintendent in charge to make 
rigid inspection of the stock both before and 
after cutting. ‘There is reason to believe that 
the instructions were complied with, as the 
building shows that the stone set during the 
last eighteen months is of much better quality 
than that in the lower part of the building. 

THE 15 PER CENT CONTRACT 
was made before he was appointed. It was ap- 
proved by the law-otlicers of the Department 
and the Secretary, and was regarded by Mr. 
Hill as a valid contract, though he was always 
opposed to the principle on which it rests. 
Mueller’s contract was not modified, because 
the work was reported to be nearly completed. 
and because stone for most of that remaining 
to be done had been supplied and more or less 
cut to fit the Potter designs. To save this 
stock and utilize tue previous cutting. it became 
necessary to split, combine, and manipulate tne 
work with the greatest care. To bare 
scneduled and placed values on this par- 
ally completed work would Rave compelled 
an entire suspension of the work and a 
considerable delay, with the possibility of disa- 
ecient betweea contractor aud Goverament. 
under these circumstances, it Was thoudt best 
for the Government to continue under the 15 
er ent contract. The right to do so was 
rawu irom an opinion of the Attorney-General 
of April, Wr. 

The Government bas paid excessive prices for 
Mueller work, but the coat of the Work asa 
whole u Wot greater Laan thal done under ether 
percentage contracts, The aggravated cases 
alluded ty of the ar et = and urus were 
amone the last work done "When, according to 
the statement ef one of the stonecutters, all 
hands thought ft would be ho worse to 
be dee tor loafing than it would 
be to Work themselves out of a job. 
The vost of these pieces could not be Known to 
the Supervising Architect's office untu alter 
the work had been done and paid for by the 
Disbursing Agent. 

ASSISTANT-SUPRRINTENDENT PRUSSING’S AP- 

PUOLINTMBNT 
seemed to hayé been curciully considered by the 
Olde, having been made the subject of special 
inquiry. His appointment was recommended 
by many prominent architects and citizens of 
Chicago, among them Collector Smith, who, 
with others, strongly recommend bim as pos- 
sessing all the requisite qualifications for the 
pesitivon he „and as being a citizen of un- 
questioned integnty.” Wun these testimouials, 
the Supervising Architect believed the interests 
of the Government in safe @ =~ It seems 
strange to Mr, Hill that Mr. Prussing should 
not have been called on for an explanation, 
and equally strange that there should have 
been received unquestioned, aud put into an of- 
tictal report, allegations seriously affecting his 
integrity, made by men who stand as confessed 
swindiers. 

As an additional safe-cuard, time-keepers 
were employed. If the aflidavits forwarded 
from Chicago are true, it is difficult to under- 
stan how these time-keepers can remove the 
charge of being the principal offenders. They 
could have prevented the abuses and frauds had 
they brougnt the matter to the notice of the 
Department, as it was tueir duty to do. 

THE SAWING CONTRACT 
was approved by the Solicitor of the Treasury 
and the Secretary. The report of the investi- 
gation states that the price to be paid for saw- 
ing under it is 35 cents per superficial fout. 
According to Mr. Hill, there should 
be a deduction from this ot 
5% cents, the voutractor relinquishing tae half- 
inch quarry allowance ou each sawn tace. The 
investigation says this work can ve done for 12 
cents a foot, but practical stonecutters place 
the cost at trom 22 to W cents per superiicial 
foot. The usual per centage being added for 
material sod attendant labor, the cost would 
rauge from 23 to 32. The Mueller contracts 
were examined by the Solicitor and pronounced 
correct, and approved by the Secretary. Hence 
the Supervising Architect could not do other 
wise than consider them as valid and binding. 
The question was, therefore, whetber it was 
cheaper to saw certain laces at 20)¢ vents or cut 
them under the 15 per cent contract, The 
Superintendent in charge was made the 
judge of this, and reports that the 
sawing done was advantageous and properiy 
done. The opinions of a gentleman so highly 
indorsed ought to be entitied to some weight. 
An examination of the stone scheduie-books 
shows, as a rule, those stones waich have saw- 
ing upon them cost less to cut than those which 
had no sawing. The sawing, too, upon them 
had the effect evidently to reduce the cost of 
cutting. The Assistaut District Attorney al- 
Jeges that the * made under the sawing 
contract were illegal, aud refers to certain let- 
ters and orders of Supervising Architects Pot- 
ter and Hill. These letters don’t make the in- 
terpretations sought to be given tuem, and 
their meaning was fully explained to the As- 
sistant District Attorney. In reierence to the 
supplementary report of May 8, Mr. Hill says 
that the paperis simply one of malicious in- 
sinuation and the grossest misrepresentation. 
The records Were not examined in regard to the 
hauling contract, or else there must have ex- 
isted in the mind of the Assistant District At- 
toruey a willful purpose to mistreat the case. 
The contract was fully considered and had been 
thoroughly examined by the Department. The 
Attorney-General passed upon the case, anda 
special report was made by the late Supervising 
Architect, Mr. Potter, detailing all the facts. 
On this the Secretary directed the contract for 
the hauling to be made. The Assistant District 
Attorney in his supplemental report directs 
attention to the fact that the first 
payment under the supplemental contract 
was made before the execution of the contract, 
and that a voucber was certified oy Mr. Bur- 
ling upon telegraphic instruction from the Act- 
ing Supervisiug Architect. If the Assistaut 
District Attorney and Collector had examined 
the Disbursing Agent's records they would have 
found that payment of the voucher was author- 
ized by the Assistant Secretary on the same day 
that the —— Supervising Architect advised 
the Superintendent of the Seccretary’s action 
and authorized the preparation of the voucher. 
Au amended contract was prepared, which was 
given the actual date of siguing, Aug. 14, but 
the Supervising Architect’s report and accept- 
ance of the contractor’s proposition had been 
given on July 15. | 
COLLECTOR SMITH

Mr. Hill denies emphatically all the charges, 
insinuations, and innuendoes contained in the 
report affecting his official or persoual integrity, 
and courts the fullest examination of the entire 
subject. He enters his protest against the un- 
fairness and injustice which have characterized 
the so-called investigation, conducted ostensibly 
for the purpose of giving the Secretary direct 
information, but, aside from — — testimony 
so presented as to be grossly unfair and unjust, 
the report contains little else than opinions and 
fsinuations. The papers submitted are 
not unlike those which would be pre- 
parea by 
secure the conviction of a person charged, bear- 
ing the strongest internal evidence that only 
such testimony was sought as could be made 
to support a theory of fraud, and that the 
sources of information which might furnish 
otber evidence was carefully avoided. 

In a postscript Mr. Hill says that he has re- 
ceived a letterdrom Mr. Prussing containing the 
statement that ne resigned before the work was 
coinpleted because be would not make himself 
responsible for its extraordinary cost. In reply 
to this he says that Mr. Prussing’s services were 
dispensed with by orders from his office in 
October, 1877, and the work from that date 
placed under the immediate charge of the Su- 
perintendent. 

MR. THOMSON’S COMMENTS. 


In view of the fact that the foregoing report - 


bau partial reference to Assistant District At- 
tornevy Thomson, it was only fair to allow bim 
to comment on, or perhaps reply to, its * 
tions.

With regard, however, to all the 
material facts in my reports to the Department, 
I am prepared, as I have officially reported, to 
prove them in court or before a Grand Jury as 
soon as the testimony shall be returned to me 
from the Architect's Bureau. 

** the first point to which | called attention in 
my report was, that the contract fur the stone 
was not let according to proposals, and that the 
variation resulted in bestowing uvon the con- 
tractor $$30,000, roughly estimated.

* With regard to the quality of the stone in 
the building, Mr. Hill’s defense does not answer 
what was stated in my report. The question is 
not as to whether there is Buena Vista stone of 
good quality. Tue reports of the Commission 
left no doubt that there ts good Buena 
Vista stone, and buildings in this 
city show that fact. By the contract 
Mueller was to furnish Buena Vista stone of 
uniform color, free from spots or discoloring 
matter. The Government was not bound to

ne defense which Mr. Hill makes of 
run 15 PBR CRNY BUSINESS 
is the one that has been made from the begin- 
ning. He admits that under the 15 per cent 
contracts excessive payments were made, 
Stated in plain English, I take it that means 
that under that contract the Government 
was swindied. The system is an ob- 
struction upon which a great deal of 
guilt micht be loaded, but for one fact. That 
fact is that Mr. Hill himself (the Supervising 
Architect), and the Superintendent, the As- 
sistant Superintendent, and the Timekeepers 
(all of whom were subject to Mr. Hill's orders) 
were sworn officers of the Government, paid by 
the Government to prevent any swindle being 
perpetrated by means of the system. The sys- 
tem might be guilty, bad it not been the duty 
of the Superintendent here to dock the wages 
of the men as often as they idled away time. 
Nothing is plainer than that it was the duty of 
the Superiutendent to do this. II a workman, 
for any reason (whetber by collusion with the 
contractor or not), spent six days in doing a 
piece of work which should have been dane in a 
day, it was the duty of the Superintendent to 
have paid him for only one day. Then 
Mr. Mueller would also have deen 
docked on his 15 per cent. Mr. Hill 
is evidently in error when he states 
that he was not advised of what work was done 
until after the work was done. He was advised 
(I think n ot the work during its entire 
progress. The letter-books of Supt. Boriing 
show that the Supervising Architect was in- 
formed of the waste of labor, but in that cor- 
respondence I could find no letter from the 
Supervising Architect ordering that the pay be 
docked, and that, consequentiy, Mr. Mueller's 
15 per cent be docked. The very timekeepers 
whose affidavits were seut to Wash- 
ington with my report, and who Mr. Hill 
in his defense intimates must have been the 
principal offenders, reported the facts of the 
waste of labor. Their aflidavits set forth that 
fact. Mr Griffiin, another of the affiants, was a 
workman who did send charges tothe Architect’s 
office, and those charges were sat down upon. 
WITH REGARD TO SAWING, 

the extracts from Mr. Burling’s office (con- 
tained in my suplemeutal report published to- 
day) present the facts. These are that it was 
reported to the Architects’ Bureau that to cut 
the stone from the rough only cost from 22 to 
80 cents a superticial foot; but for doing the 
same work with a saw 35 cents a supertivial foot 
was paid by the Government. That corre- 
spondence also sshows that it was officially re- 
ported that it was avery rare case to flod a 
sawed bed that did not have to be chiseled over. 
The estimate of from 23 to 30 cents per foot 
for cutting was made at the rate of wages paid 
on this Government work. It included, also, the 
cutting of the exposed face, which has to be 
much finer work than upon the beds. The con- 
tract was for such sawing as might be neces ‘ 
I directed attention to the fact that it wes paid 
for at the rate of 35 cents ber foot, when, at 
the rute of wages then paid and the way the 
work was then done, it would have cost but 
22 to 30 cents per foot to cut in- 
stead of to saw it. The sawing 
which was paid for and which cost 
more than cutting would have cost, had then to 
be chiseled over. So it will be seen how much 
more expensive than cutting it was—how utter- 
ly useless it all was. As tor the computation 
by which Mr. Hill figures down the sawing to a 
cost of 2044 cents per foot, he is either mistaken 
or he has disclosed a fraud ot larger dimensions 
than bas becn suspected. The half-inch meas- 
urement was allowed to Mueller on dimensivon- 
stone. — that is, on rough stone. Under it 
he was paid for no more stone than he fur- 
nished. He was only bald for what would 
have to be chipped away in dressing the 
stone, but the sawing was supposed at least to 
reduce the stove tothe size of dressed stone. 
When the stone was sawed, therefore, Mr. 
Mueller dia not furnish avy half-inch to be 
chiseled away, but he was for all be did 
furnish. If he honestly carried out his contract 
wheu he furnished stone sawed, be did so of net 
size,—that is, of the size it would have been had 


it been dressed 
saw. 22 uly Mr. Mueller did not re- 
linquish anything on account of sewing, and 
that phrase about relinquishment of the half- 
inch upon sawed stone scems to have 
been cunningly devised to obscure 
real transaction. To make the matter plainer, 
the half-inch allowance was an allowance in 
measurement of a half-inch on each dimension 
in excess of the size of the stone when Gnished. 
It was allowed only on dimension stone,—that 
is, on stone that had to be reduced tu net size 
by chiseling. If Mueller’s sawing contract was 
that be should saw stone to dimenstun instead 
of net size, then the contract on the fave of it 
was an outrageous swindle, for then the sawing 
would have been of no use at all.
